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A CHIEF DISPATCHER, 


One Railroad Official "Who Ha* AH 


Work and Wo Flay., 


The chief train dispatcher "handles the 


power," distributes the cars to the vari- 
ous stations, decides what freight trains 
shall be run and is in immediate charge 
of the countless details that arise in the 
operation ot trains. The duties of the 
superintendent aud the trainmaster keep 
them away from the office about half the 
time, traveling up and down the line, 
stopping overnight at important stations 
and terminals. The chief dispatcher is 
always at headquarters and is the man of 
details. He is assisted by a "trick dis- 
patcher" 'for each dispatching district^ 
Like the sentinels at Gibraltar, the three 
trick dispatchers never leave their post 
unguarded. It may happen for a few 
minutes some Sunday jnight that there is 
not a train running, "not a Tpheel a-turnin 
on the division," as the men say, but 
there sits the dispatcher, the ever ready 
representative of the official staff, the in- 
carnation of alert administration. Where 
business is heavy and the management is 
progressive there is a night chief also, 
who thus renders the position of chief 
dispatcher uninterrupted. 


These chiefs work 12 hours each, as the 


nervous tension is less than that of a 
trick dispatcher, who is "glued to the 
train wire" his entire tour. In the ab- 
sence of a night chief the details are look- 
ed after by the trick dispatcher, whose 
work -becomes much more responsible. 
The chief in such a case usually comes 
down alter supper and maps out the 
jiipht work and sometimes breaks in later 
with Instructions on the train wire, which 
is "cut in" at his room. 


The railroad man is seldom entirely out 


of touch with his work. The telegraph 
sounder lulls the tired chief to rest and 
wake.' him in the morning. So trained is 
his ear that if wanted at night the dip- 
pntcher has to "sound" the private call 
on the wire only a few times to elicit a 
response from the sleeping chief. 
On 


Sundays the chief is on hand most of the 
day in obedience to the unwritten rail- 
road commandment, "Six days shalt thou 
tabor, and the seventh come down to the 
office nnd catch up." 
In most occupa- 


tions "all work and no play makes Jack 
n dull boy," but in railroading it makes 
him ii bright boy, so stimulating and fas- 
cinating is the excitement of the work.— 
Century.

THE GREAT DISMAL SWAMP. 


A Region StrnnKe and 


Weird aud Solitary. 


The Great Dismal swamp is a region 


strange and interesting, weird and soli- 
tary. It occupies a billowy plain some 40 
miles in length by 2o miles in breadth 
along the Atlantic seaboard, extending 
from Suffolk, Va., in a southerly direc- 
tion, well into the bounds of North Caro- 
lina. 


Jts deep shades, great stitches of 


brake and its solitude make it a region 
of interest. To the naturalist aud sports- 
man it has much to offer. In its silent 
fastnesses the black bear finds a home 
admirably adapted to his protection and 
in every way favorable to his increase. 
Here amid the dense growth of under- 
brush nnd timber he may live in com- 
parative safety, and there is perhaps no 
locality in the whole eastern United 
States of like extent which" can offer a 
larger bear population than this great 
morass. The white tailed deer is also an 
abundant denizen of the swamp, fre- 
quenting the elevated parts. 


In addition to the deer and bears, there 


is a big game feature of a rather unusual 
nature. 
The swamp abounds in wild 


cows. These animals, of a brown color 
and somewhat smaller than the ordinary 
cow, having for inauy years been under 
the peculiar conditions ot the swamp, un- 
til they are almost completely specialized, 
are extremely wild. They are feralized 
from, the herds of the farms adjacent to 
the swamp, and are the descendants of 
cattle which many years back wandered 
into the fastnesses and were lost to their 
owners, finally becoming wild. Beins no 
longer recognized ns property the sports- 
man may call game all that he may have 
the prowess to shoot. 


Lake Drummond, some ten miles from 


Suffolk, Vn., is the only great body of 
water in the swamp. It is u beautiful 
sheet of water, ot an oval contour and 
fringed with a heavy growth of timber, 
mostly cypress, white cedar and black 
gum. Its water is of a dark color owing 
to the decaying vegptntion of the sur- 
rounding country, but is suitable to 
drink, nnd possesses the quality of re- 
maining pure longer than most other 
water. For this reason it is often car- 
ried to son by sailors on long voj-agcs. 


Tho characteristic ninraninlinn fauna is 


of a seuiitropical nature ns regards tho 
smaller forms, while there are many 
tropical plants. Of birds there are not 
many kinds, prothonotniy, hooded and 
Rv.-ain<;on's vaiblors nnd th" Maryland 
yi'Ilowthroat being ihi> principal smaller 
forms. The trees, some of which are 
primeval, are large and beautiful, while 
there is n luxuriant growth of ferns and 
aquatic plants. Cnne grows in profu- 
sion.—Forest and Stream. 


CULINARY CAPERS.

used, and the head should be placed 
downwaid in the kettle.

Dr. William Bvart, the well known 


London physician, says in an article in 
the St. Louis Star: 


Sleep has two offices, both fulfilled In 


the long sleep of night, which It is our 
usual endeavor to secure for our pa- 
tients—namely, that of favoring the 
slow changes of repair and that of in- 
terrupting consciousness by unceupling 
the chain of neurons or by relaxing 
protoplasmic tension or tone. This re- 
lief of tension is, it would seem, the 
only 'office performed by the shorter 
spells of sleep, and therefore the two 
forms of sleep suggest two therapeutic 
objects. The night's sleep which comes 
without any drugs may need to be bet- 
tered, aud In Improving the quality of 
spontaneous sleep our help is often of 
value. It might also need to be pro- 
longed. 


The systematic prolongation of sleep 


for the cure of disease is one of our 
opportunities hitherto little used. Pro- 
longed narcosis has also beat* suggested 
tn excessive wear and tear of the nerv- 
ous system, and in various nervous af- 
fections, including the mental, its re- 
newed trial, combined with suitable 
methods in feeding, might lead to en- 
couraging results. 


Best suited perhaps to our everyday 


needs is a systematic resort to the 
shorter sleep. 
Like the light Instal- 


ments of food which restore the k/%t 
function of appetite nnd digestieAi, 
short sleep in the day may be essential 
to the cure of nocturnal insomnia. Our 
growing wealth in hypnotics warrants 
a hope that a suitable agent may yet 
be found which in that direction would 
minister to the health of the invalid 
and might command the luxury of sleep 
•it nn opportune time for the conven- 
ience of the worker.

An English scientist who lately des- 


canted upon the medical value of lem- 
ons has inspired several others to 
point out the virtues of the onion, 
•which is in high favor with many per- 
sons. It is with the onion as with the 
lemon — Its devotees regard It as a 
panacea for a good many ills and as a 
preventive of many of the disorders to 
which flesh is heir. Appealing to chem- 
istry, wo find the onion is really a very 
ordinary vegetable, but there is one 
point which distinguishes it, and that 
is the somewhat high percentage of 
sulphur it contains. 


Possibly the virtues ascribed to it 


depend on the presence of this ele- 
ment. Like the lemon, the onion may 
also lay claim to antiscorbutic proper- 
tics—that is, to qualities which render 
it u preventive of scurvy. Its mineral 
constituents include a proportion of 
potash salts, and probably its antiscor- 
butic qualities depend upon these lat- 
ter compounds. 


Contagion In the Schoolroom. 


Common means of contagion are 


these: Kissing, exchanging handker- 
chiefs, ribbon, chewing gum, whistles, 
slate nnd lead pencils, vvhich are al- 
most always, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, carried to the mouth. Coins 
also are treated in the same way. 
Drinking cups, by their common use, 
often spread diseases.

are ready carriers of contagion. Then 
also may be mentioned the dangers 
from overcrowding the 
schoolrooms.

Wraps which are not absolutely need 
ed often hang where they dry and are 
aired in the schoolroom.

LIME ANTIMALARIAL. 


An Important Discovery Reported 


Iby a French. Physician. 


In France Dr. Roche has discovered 


that the presence of lime in the soil or 
in the water helps to exterminate ma- 
laria, find it is a curious illustration of 
the interdependence of widely different 
industries that this medico scientific 
discovery was first made In connection 
with experiments in manuring. This 
fact Is particularly Interesting to advo- 
cates, In season and out of season, of 
adding to the fertility of the soil by the 
judicious use of manures. The dis- 
appearance of marsh malaria frott 
Puisaye after lime had been used in 
the district as a fertilizer led to In- 
vestigations which are still being car- 
ried on, and which reasonably point 
to the probability that in lime a very 
effective agent has been found to 
neutralize the spread of malaria. 


Another medical man. Dr. Grellet, 


has taken up the suggestion, and he 
has written to the 'Revue Hygiene 
that the liming of the soil for agricul- 
tural purposes In various provinces tn 
France which were more or less affect- 
ed by malaria lias resulted In the re- 
duction of malaria cases almost In pro- 
portion to the quantity of lime used. 
It Is for experts v> say whether his 
statement that In many countries whose 
coiullilous favor the existence of mala- 
ria the freedom or prevalence -of main.- 
rla Is the accompaniment of a calca- 
roous soil la true.

"I saw a statement somewhere the oth- 


er day to the effect that the shortest will 
ever recorded at the surrogate's office 
was made by a woman," said the old 
lawyer. "This is probably the case, but 
it is the exceptional brevity that goes to 
prove the usual prolixity of the wills of 
Women. 


"As a rule, when I am, summoned to 


record the testamentary directions of a 
woman, I go prepared for a long siege of 
writing and advising.

tions for the post mortem distribution of 
her property hhe become? uncertain of 
herself. 
The mainstays of her wealth, 


such as real estate and a b.ink account, 
she will probably be Mire about, but the 
minor bequests cause her endless trouble, 
and hho is bound to take up each item 
separately nnd argue its appropriateness 
as a gift to this person and that nnd ex- 
plain with, minuteness what each in turn 
-has done tb'merit remembrance. If all 
these considerations could he. thrashed 
over and settled privately, befoie my in- 
terview begins. I wouldn't mind ,t){e tor- 
tnouMiess of the channels through which 
she arrives at her conclusions, but when 
the pros tvnd cons are rescued for uiy 
own judgment and 1 am expected to de- 
cide upon each piovi.sion the piospott' 
certainly does not make n lawyer tingle 
with tin ills of pure delight.

land. The annual yield of all kinds in 
the country is 500,000,000 pounds, of 
which New England raises about 1'.),- 
000,000. The average yield per acre 
throughout the country is 700 pounds,, 
but in New England it is 1,700 pounds-. 
It is interesting that all the tobacco 
raised in the country belongs to two 
or three botanical species, yet there are 
more than GO varieties grown commer- 
cially, all of them quite distinct in 
shape, color and quality of leaf. 
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Uraewnter For Streets, 


An English physician writing to a

1 have known many women 
who were good to their husbands' chil- 
dren so far as physical care of them 
went, yot when it cnme to handling the 
financinl affairs of the family tho chil- 
dren were sure to suffer through the 
transaction. 


"There is one class of dependents, 


however, upon which women who mnkp 
wills lavish money without stint, and 
that is pet nuhuals. There wns a time 
when a will which contained a clavso 
authorizing the trustees to invest -several 
thousand dollars for the support of a cat 
or dog was a rnnttcr for newspaper com- 
ment, but nowadays unless the bequest 
is excessive such items arc not considered 
worthy of mention. 


"Bnt manifestly absurd and 
unju<-t 


though tho wills of many women are it is 
seldom that one of them is contested. 
The same document, dictated by a mnn, 
would probably be hauled about in tho 
courts for years, but somehow the gen- 
crnl opinion is that it is better to take the 
will of a woman at its face value, nnd air 
concerned usually resign themselves to a 
peaceable acceptance of its provisions. 


"Another 
point worth noting about 


women's Wills is the number of changes 
they are apt to undergo, even after hav- 
ing been approved and attested. 
Fre- 


quently tho most trifling change in the 
circumstances of a legatee will, in the 
opinion of tlie testatrix, necessitate a re- 
writing of the whole will. I had a case 
in point only a few months ago. A client 
tip on Fifty-fourth street had finally suc- 
ceeded, after much worry and tribulation 
in distributing her belongings where she 
believed they would do the most good anc 
win the most appreciation.
